MY SCIENCE PROJECT 

My Science Fair project dealt with one of the most valuable 
uses of high-intensity sound: to set up conditions of stress 
and vibration such as vrauld be present on a part installed in 
a rocket, without the necessity of running the- rocket. I designed 
and built apparatus to generate this sound on a rather small 
scale, and used it to bombard a test sample—a transistor 
similar to the kind used in radios. Another section of the 
equipment timed how long the transistor lasted under this stress. 
I was then able to conduct experiments concerning what happened 
when 1 used different compounds (plastic, rubber, etc.) to cover 
or "encapsulate" the transistor.

Rockets and missiles when in actual flight are not controlled 
manually by the astronauts.
